Cancer kills an average of 55 Canadians daily... 
almost seven times the rate of death in the country’s auto 
accidents. 

A group of Canadian scientists met at Honey Harbor, 
Ont., on Georgian Bay, to pool the knowledge they had 
gleaned in the war on cancer. The results of their meeting 
may speed up the unravelling of cancer’s mystery .. . 
why it begins and how it may be destroyed. 

Scores of researchers aré working in this country to 
add to the knowledge man has about the disease, They 
work sometimes thousands of miles apart in diverse fields. 
Some specialize in the chemistry of the body cells, some 
study the effect of radiation on cancer, others are looking 
for the possible role of viruses in cancer. _ 

The Honey Harbor meeting brought these researchers 
together and enabled some of them fo gain access to re~ 
search material which they would have needed a year to 
obtain had they: depended on medical literature. ?

Over the. years the motoring 
months of August, September and 
October have accounted for a ma- 
jor portion of annual highway 
deaths in Saskatchewan. 
“Righway boara _ Officials noted 
that in 1952, over 38 percent of 
that year’s fatalities occurred dur- 
ing this three-month period. In 
1953 and again in 1955, the figure 
was 37 percent, while 50 percent 
of the 1954 highway deaths took 
place during August, September 


and October, ‘ 


“High speeds and follawing too 
closely played a major part in 
many of these accidents,” traffic 
board officials said, “with vacation 
travel, Sporting events, hunting 
trips and similar activities tend- 
ing to crowd the highways week 
after week.” 

Motorists can. keep Saskatche- 
wan's highway death toll to a min- 
imum this fall by: 

1. Keeping speed down to the 
legal limits which are considered 
maximum safe speeds under ideal 
road and weather conditions. When 
such condtions are hot ideal, at 
night, or when travelling on a 
strange highway, always travel 
well below the legal speed limit. 

2, Allowing at least one car 
length for each 19 miles of speed 
between the vehicle being driven 
and the one ahead. This practice 
is too seldom followed in city driv- 
ing, resulting in needless “rear- 
end” collisions, « 

3. Never trying to make time 
up on the road. When you attempt 
to do so, you endanger the lives
